Miller, was found dead today from 
what Coroner William Sell said 
was a self-inflicted 
gun shot 


wound. 


State Police Sergeant John 


Kelly found the body in a woods 
in the town of Newfield, eight 
miles southwest of here, after an 
all-night search instituted when 
Stagg was reported missing late 
yesterday. 


Coroner Seil said the senator 


left a note to his son, Norman G. 
Stagg, in "which he complained of 
failing health the past three years 
and said pressure of regular and 
special sessions 'of the legislature 
this year was more than he was 
able to stand. 


Other notes were left for Re- 


publican Senate Majority Leader 
Joe R. Hanley, Perry, the head of 
the Masonic lodge here and "to 
the public." 


Gun In Pocket 


Coroner Seil said a .32 caliber 


revolver was found in Stagg's 
rear trouser pocket where the 
senator apparently placed it after 
firing one shot into his head. He 
asserted the senator had been 
dead since late yesterday. 
Stagg's automobile was on a 
little used road about 100 feet 
from the body. The sheriff's office 
said it received a report yesterday 
morning of an abandoned car at 
the same place. 


Stagg was in his office Wednes- 


day, associates said, but failed to 
report yesterday. Search, was in- 
stituted when he did not appear 
for dinner last night. 


Noted for Frankness 


Noted for his outspoken opinions 


on legislative subjects, Stagg re- 
turned to his home here last week- 
end from Albany, after attending 
a special legislative session to re- 
pair the invalidated portion ol 
Governor Lehman's budget. 


A month ago, when the state 


lawmakers first were called to Al- 
bany for the special session, Stagg 
objected that a Senate quorum 
was not present, despite pleadings 
of Republican leaders, and ad- 
journment was forced until two 
additional Republican 
senators 


arrived at the capital. 


Stagg was first elected to the 


state Senate in 1935 from the 41st 
district composed of Chemung, 
Tioga, Tompkins and Schuyler 
counties. 


A graduate of Cornell Univer- 
sity, in 1902, the same year in 


- which he was admitted to the bar, 


Stagg practiced for three years in 
Elmira, N. Y., and returned to 
Ithaca to become a member of the 
firm of Newman and Stagg. 


Other Activities 


He retired from active law prac- 


tice in 1909 to become a professor 
of law at Cornell University, in 
Ithaca, a position "he held until 
1920 wjien he resigned to become 
counsel to Governor Miller. 
- - 


Stagg was named a'deputy state 


conservation commissioner in 1922 
and was an advisor to the State 
Council of Parks in 1924 and 1925. 


In 1926 he returned to Ithaca 


to resume his law practice. 


Stagg was president of the vil- 


lage of Cayuga, Tompkins county, 
1915 to 1920; a director of the 
Ithaca Savings and Loan Associa- 
tion, a member of the New York 
State and Tompkins County Bar 
Associations, a member 
of the 


Council Federation of Bar Asso- 
ciations, Sixth Judicial JDistrict. 
Stagg was a member of the Phi 


Phelta Phia and Acacia fraterni- 
ties and the Cornell Chapter of 
Coif. He was a 32nd degree 
Mason.

Washington, July 14 UP>—The 


Senate, approving legislation de- 
signed to overhaul the nation's vast 
social security program, sent to 
the House today an amendment 
which might deprive 28 states of 
federal money for old age assist- 
ance after January 1, 1941. 


House-approved revisions to lib- 
eralize the social security law 
were adopted by the Senate 57 to 
8 last night, but not until after 
two highly controversial provis- 
ions had been inserted. 


The first would require states to 


put up $10 a month for each bene- 
ficiary of old age assistance start- 
ing in 1941. Twenty-eight states 
now are contributing less than this 
sum. If. the amendment finally is 
enacted, they would have . to 
change, their laws to obtain fed- 


eral grants. New York would be 
unaffected. 


The second would require the 


government to match state old 
age assistance funds $2 for $1 up 
to a total pension of $15 a month. 
Together, the proposals would 


provide a minimum pension of $25 
monthly for the needy aged, be- 
cause a 510 state contribution 
would bring a $15 federal grant. 


The house was expected to send 


the amendments to a joint com- 
mittee which will try to adjust dif- 
ferences between the House and 
Senate bills. 
The old age assistance program 


is distinct from the contributory 
old age insurance system. 
The 


former is for needy persons and 
requires no contribution by work- 
ers, while the latter is based on 
payroll taxes paid 'by employes 
and their employers.

and French troops, marching with 
tanks and guns and with powerful 
warplanes roaring overhead, to- 
day staked the first joint display 
of British and French military 
might since World War days.

cheered excitedly at the show, ar- 
ranged, on the occasion of Bastille 
Day, to remind the world of the 
unity of British and French armed 
preparedness. British War Secre- 
tary Leslie Hore-Belisha stood be- 
side the French high command on 
the reviewing stand. 
"Across the world in Tokyo 


Britain was the object of a noisy 
demonstration of 50,000 Japanese 
who crowded about the 
British, 


embassy displaying banners and 
placards demanding that Britain 
'withdraw from the Far East." 


The demonstrators, 
mostly 


members of patriotic 
societies, 


marched upon the embassy after 
an open-air meeting 
of 100,000 


persons at which speakers de- 
manded Britain cease 
helping 


Generalissimo Chiang Kai-Shek's 
Chinese government. 
A cordon 


of 1,000 police protected the em- 
bassy. 


Following demonstrations 


throughout Japan in which 15,- 
000,000 persons were estimated to 
have taken part, Tokyo was dot- 
ted with posters and handbills 
with such slogans as "Punch the 
British nose" and "Let's all knock 
down the British." 


At home Britain prepared her

Navy Goes Back to Task of Salvaging Squalus 
After Heart-Breaking Mishap at Portsmouth 


Portsmouth, N. H.,.July 14 <» 


—Undaunted by the mishap which 
sent the half-flooded submarine 
Squalus plunging back to the 
ocean floor just as success ap- 
peared about to cap seven weeks 
of perilous salvage work, the 
navy launched a new effort today 
to raise the craft and her 26 
dead. 


Divers were ordered down to 


survey how much 'damage was 
done late yesterday when the $4,- 
000,000 vessel ripped away from 
its 
net 
of lifting equipment, 


danced on its tail for brief sec- 
onds, bow whipping above the 
surface, and then dove swiftly 
back to the bottom where it had 
rested since May 23. 


Naval officials and technical ex- 


perts conferred all through the 
night aboard the rescue ship Fal- 


con on a new plan, but little could 
be done until divers reported find- 
ings. 


The flooded stern, which holds 


the bodies, had to be tugged for 
hours before it broke away from 
the sucking mud yesterday. 


Surface signs later ^indicated j safely away. 


"Go back, go back," came the 


horrified cries from the Falcon's 
deck as a geyser 30 feet in diam- 
eter erupted not 50 feet from the 
26-foot boats.

Statement Explains Plan 


Allows No Change in the 
Quality 


Only pasteurized milk may be 


sold in Kingston after October 15, 
under the provisions of a regula- 
tion banning the sale of raw milk 
which was unanimously adopted 
by the Board of Health at its 
regular monthly meeting Thurs- 
day evening. 


Kingston is the second city in 


the state to ban the sale of raw 
milk. 
Rochester was the first 


city to pass such a regulation. 


At the present time approxi- 


mately 200 quarts of certified raw; 
milk are sold daily in Kingston. 


The order banning the sale of 


raw milk in the city was adopted 
after the board's milk committee 
submitted a report recommending 
such action. 


The action taken by the board 


last evening was the outgrowth of 
the strepococcus sore throat- out- 
break that swept Saugerties and 
vicinity several months ago. This 
outbreak was traced to the use of 
raw milk. 


Dr. L. E. Sanford, health officer, 


issued the following statement ex- 
plaining the adlion taken by the 
board in banning the sale of raw 
milk: 


"Under the provisions of the 


regulation adopted, only certified 
Msteurized; pasteurized Grade A 
ind pasteurized Grade B milk will 
be sold in Kingston after October 
15, 1939." The statement contin- 
ues: 


"This changes the present City 


Milk Code in respect to certified 
milk. Certified milk is produced 
under the certification of the Med- 
ical Milk Commission of the Coun- 
ty of Ulster and is the best grade 
of raw milk produced. However, 
as the permit to sell milk is is- 
sued by the health officer of the 
City of Kingston, the responsibil- 
ity of the safety of the milk rests 
with him and it is his belief that 
this safety can be further in- 
creased by requiring pasteuriza- 
tion." 


"Pasteurization of certified milk 


docs not allow any let down in the 
standard of the raw product. It 
still must have a bacterial count 
of not more than 10,000 per cc 
before pasteurization and the same 
rigid inspections must be made. 
There is no question but that cer- 
ified milk when pasteurized will 
be the best in quality and the 
afest milk which can be produced, 
and in requiring this, I believe 
hat the board is taking an ad- 
itiqnal step in the right direction 
n giving the people of Kingston a. 
safe and pure milk supply."

Research Reveals Cats 


And Dogs Mental Equals 
CINCINNATI, OHIO.—The only 


difference in the intelligence of a 
dog and a cat is that a dog is 
"something of a socialist while a 
cat is an individualist," according 
to Dr. Charles M. Discrcns, assist- 
ant professor of psychology at the 
University of Cincinnati here. 


Dr. Diserens, who has made a 


life-long study of cats, says that 
persons who favor dogs over cats 
or who believe dogs have a higher 
degree of intelligence just don't 
know their cats. He believes one 
animal is about as intelligent as the 
other and that there is little differ- 
ence in their nerve centers. 


Although classifying cats as ruj- 


ged individuals, Dr. Diserens wants 
it understood that felines have a 
genuine capacity for gratitude. He 
says this fact may often be noted 
during and after medical treatment, 
when they become deeply grateful 
and very often more affectionate. 


Some cats arc aggressive, some 


are lazy; some like to flght, some 
avoid scraps; some appear to think 
philosophically 
and 
some think 


quickly and practically. Dr. Diser- 
ens says, but all display individual 
personalities as distinct as those of 
human beings, he adds.

New York—The canals of the 


planet Mars are about to fur- 
nish telescopes with the first 
close-ups in 15 years. 


On July 27 Mars will be 36,- 


033,000 miles from the earth, the 
closest since 1924. Once again as- 
tronomers will look for the canals, 
which are the only evidence ever 
found of possible life outside the 
earth. 


The astronomical controversy is 


not whether these canals indicate 
intelligent life, but whether the 
markings exist at all. The diffi- 
culty is that the lines are thinner 
than the grains of photographic 
film, hence they never have ap- 
peared on photographs. Only the 
human eye can see them. 


If they are not optical, or men- 


tal illusions, then it is an impor- 
tant fact that nothing as yet 
known in nature, except intelli- 
gent 
engineering, can 
explain 
them. 


They are from 100 up to 2,000 


miles in length. Ninty per cent 


of them are perfectly straight, 
parts of great circles over the 
planet's face. Nearly 800 have been 
seen well enough to be not only 
mapped, but named or numbered. 


They come into the picture only 


during fortunate circumstances. 
These are when, as now, Mars is 


Itll Be Best Chance Ever For 


Pfaoto Astronomers 


In one way, this year will offer 


the best chance astronomy ever 
has had to study Mars. 


Mars was comparatively close 


to the earth in 1924. But since 
then photographic film has been 
so much improved that the size 
of telescopes, so far as picture 
taking is concerned, has been 
doubled. And photography is the 
mainstay of "star study. 


Mars will change from a morn- 


ing star to an evening star after 
July 23. 


The ruddy planet will rise in 


the East in the evening, directly 
opposite.to the sun, setting in the 
West. As it crosses the sky, Mars 
will follow exactly the path of the 
sun. 


closest to the earth, and when, at 
the same time, visibility happens j 
to be extra good.

The living astronomer who has 


seen most of them is E. C. Slipher, 
of Lowell Observatory, Flagstaff, 
Ariz. In 30 years at Flagstaff he 
has seen enough to make 2000 
drawings of them. Schiaparelli, 
the Italian, was the first to see 
them in 1877. 


"If," said Mr. Slipher, "the pres- 


ence of a canal network as com- 
plete as indicated by observations 
seems to be on too enormous a 
scale for acceptance of the intelli- 
gent-life theory, we must remem- 
ber that this drying up condition j 
did not come at once, but devel-' 
oped very, very gradually, during | 
eons of time.

tain conditions. The heat to the surface of the skin 
opens up the blood vessels and draws the blood 
away from congested parts around joints and else- 
where.

DANZIG AS AN ISSUE 


Americans who want to keep their think- 


ing straight about Europe, at a time when 
foreign affairs are as important as domestic 
affairs, should realize that Danzig is a pre- 
text rather than an issue. Anne O'Hare Mc- 
Cormick puts the main facts dearly in a re- 
cent article in the New York Times. 


The quaint old town, she says, is not at all 


worth the alarms and passions aroused over 
it. "In the calmer world of five years ago, 
Germany and Poland recognized its compara- 
tive unimportance when they made a ten- 
year pact to maintain the status quo in the 
Free City and the Corridor. 


"It is an interesting commentary on Hit- 


ler's policy now that this agreement, when it 
was signed, was proclaimed in Germany as 
a triumph of Nazi statesmanship. By the 
same reasoning Hitler's denunciation of the 
pact should have been regarded as a self- 
administered defeat, as indeed it was. For 
in the curious evolution of the European 
struggle it is Danzig that has become the 
rallying point for the movement of resistance 
to Germany. 


"Thus it is not a country, but a town, a 


town in the strictly legal sense belonging to 
nobody, a port Germany does not need and 
which has acquired vital value to Poland 
chiefly as a symbol, that has been magnified 
by Hitler into a great issue." 


And for this false issue Europe may soon 


be in flames and modern civilization threat- 
ened everywhere. Surely if the nations are 
doomed to fight again, it should be for sub- 
stantial facts, to remedy otherwise irremedi- 
able wrongs, rather than for symbols and 
bluffs that conceal the real issues. 


exertion, the hot bath removes the waste products 
in half the usual time. 


When the individual has had a severe emotional 


distubance, the drawing of the blood to the body 
surface causes a "slackening" of nerve tension. This 
relaxation usually (but not always) induces sleep. 
Thus in mental hospitals the use of the hot bath to 
relax or quiet down a violent patient is routine 
treatment. In some cases "quieting" drugs are nec- 
essary. 
However, like other good things in life, the very 


hot bath, if prolonged, or taken too often, may 
slacken, relax or "let down" too much, and the in- 
dividual not only feels weaker but is weaker. 


Dr. Geoffrey Holmes, London, in The Prac- 


titioner, states that very hot baths if prolonged ex- 
ert considerable strain on the heart due to the 
great increase in the pulse rate. Tacchycardia (very 
rapid pulse rate—130 to 160 heats per minute), gen- 
eral shakiness, and fatigue, set in it the hot baths 
are given too frequently or. over top long a period. 


For the average healthy individual, a hot tub 


bath of three or four minutes, or a hot shower, will 
cleanse and soothe and cause no particular rise in 
heart rate or blood pressure. The rate of the cir- 
culation of blood is slightly increased. But to stay 
under a hot shower or in a hoi bath for ten or 
fifteen minutes is a great mistake as it not only puts 
strain on the heart but causes a feeling of general 
weakness. 


That this prolonged heat is most helpful in such 


cases as mentioned above—rheumatism and to re- 
move fatigue products after hard exercise, and pain 
and stiffness after injuries—has been proven in hos- 
pitals and in the handling of athletes in all^forms of 
sport.

But the combination of no vot- 
ing power and yet an unlimited 
and arbitrary exercise of power by 
members of the House of Repre- 
sentatives who feel no sense of 
responsibility for the community 
of more than 660,000 persons resi- 
dent here presents a spectacle In 
the governing process in which 
fair play appears to have been 
eliminated. 


For many years, In fact from 
1870 to 1922, the congress fixed a 
ratio in which the federal govern- 
ment and the taxpayers shared on 
a 50-50 basis the cost of govern- 
ment in the District of Columbia. 
Then, in 1922, the ratio was fixed 
whereby the federal government 
paid 40 per cent and the tax- 
payers 60 per cent of the city's 
costs. Then congress abolished the 
ratio idea entirely and started a 
lump sum method of contribution 
of about $10,000,000. After a 
scientific analysis, the Senate this 
year decided that $8,000,000 would 
be about right, but the House in- 
sisted on $5,000,000. The Senate 
then compromised with a figure 
of $6,500,000, but the House has 
refused to accept it. 


One wonders why a simple dif- 
ference of $1,500,000 appeals so 
strongly to the House member- 
ship when the total federal gov- 
ernment appropriation is running 
beyond $9,000,000,000 and 
the 


deficit- around $3,500,000,000. Just 
why the House members will vote 
billions of public funds for their

Fun to Grow More 


Difficult Perennials 


After the easier tasks of the gar- 


den have been mastered, ambitious 
gardeners turn to the more difficult 
feats and find keen pleasure in 
succeeding with them. 


Growing perennials from seed 


might be considered the second 
step in propagation. Though many 
of the perennials are as easy to 
grow as the annuals, most of them 
will not flower until the second 
year. Some are very slow to 
germinate, and require special 
patience and careful methods, 
which are still easy, to those 
willing to take care 


Even the perennials which are 


commonly propagated by division, 
such as peonies, iris, phlox, chrys- 
anthemums and others, may 'be 
grown from seed by patient work- 
ers; and while their parent named 
varieties, there is always the 
chance that one will be better, and 
thus a worth-while new variety 
may be produced. 


Some of the perennial seed is, 


slow of germination. Some of it 
seems to want to lie in the ground 
all winter and be frozen, before 
starting into life. Of these types 
are the irises, lilies and other bul- 
bous plants which are now being 
raised from seed more frequently 
than- ever before. An interesting 
experiment to speed germination 
can be tried at home if one has a 
mechanical refrigerator. This con- 
sists of freezing sloT/ germinating 
seed in an ice cube and letting it 
remain frozen for a few days, then 
thawing it out and planting. Put 
the seed in one of the cube com- 
partments half filled with water 
and freeze it. Then fill with watc.1 
and freeze the entire cube. Good 
results have been reported in using 
this method on iris seeds to get 
them to germinate the same season

they ripen or to speed them up if 
they have been kept over winter 
instead of being sown in the fall. 


Seed of the trollius and dictam- 


nus or burning bush, usually slow 
to germinate, are subjects for such 
experiments as are some of the 
slow germinating primroses. But 
the great majority of perennials

All horses have good memories, 


Mr. Sari says.

Vine times out. of ten you can take 
it that these horses gained some 
pleasurable experience at that par- 
ticular venue," he explains. "May- 
be they won their race »nd wet* 
patted and fussed over by their 
trainer or jockey; given an Sppls. 
a lump of sugar . . . They csn 
tell good treatment from bad, which 
accounts for their like and dislike 
of certain people.' 


"Horses have freit imagination. 


They magnify everything and be- 
come bewildered. They arc suscep- 
tible to fear. 
ThaJ i» why they 


readily cccept the idea of man's 
superiority. They have a wonder- 
ful sense of smell." 


Mr. Sari has seen an animal fall 


on two occasions at the same fence, 
with several months between falls.

Coal From Sugar Cane 


NEW YORK.—In an emergency, 


American farmers may grow the 
country's soft coal in their fields. 


Hie fact that fairly food soft coil 


is new being made from sugars, the 
carbohydrates ot farm crops, was 
reported to the American Institute 
of Mialng and Metallurgical Engi- 
neers by E. Berl, of the Carnegie 
Institute *t Technology. 


The sugar coil is too expensive to 


be practical, but was made to settle 
an old controversy about the origin 
of eoal and oil. 


In the Carnegie laboratories, 


whose experts include some ot the 
leading scientists of the 'coal fields, 
the artificial coal is made in two 
way*. Suf tr heated in water at 
high temperature produces a sandy 
form of coal. 


When weak alkali Is added to the 


Water, Berl said, "excellent coking 
coals" are the result. Adding pres- 
sure to th« hot sugar water in- 
creases tke amount of carbon in the 
man-made coal 


These farm-product coals, Berl 


said, eat) be treated with hydrogen 
to make the s»mt products which 
the Germans and Inglish obtain 
from "hydrogenated" coal. These 
products include gasoline and oil for 
motor can. 


The old idea, said Berl, that'coil 


cam* from the woody, or llgnin, 
part of plants is as dead as the idea 
4at petroleum is from dead fish. 
He said that the Carnegie experi- 
ments show that coal, oil and bi- 
tumen all comt from carbohydrates
